TALKING INTO WAR? 

An official spokesman at Tokio says Soviet 
leaders are making “provocative statements.” 
An official spokesman at Moscow says Japan 
is making provocative gestures. 

Simultaneously, Tokio declares its supreme 
purpose is peace in the Orient, and Moscow 
declares that it wants nothing but peace there 
and elsewhere. 

What usually follows the exchange of such 
broadsides of recrimination and professions of 
peaceful intent is what usually follows when 
two schoolboys start accusing each other of 
wanting to take cach other’s marbles. 

The cable and the wireless station have almost 
eliminated time as a factor in the exchange of 
ideas. But that they have brightened the pros- 
pect for world peace is doubtful. It is much 
easier and simpler now for two countries to talk 
themselves into war than when months had to 
elapse before one could know what the headmen 
of the other were saying about it. 

The root trouble is that human nature has 
not improved as fast as the means by which it 
can communicate its ideas and impulses—bad, 
as well as good. 


HOW MANY MEMBERS?

membership of the legislature. 

There is no reason to suppose their views 
on that subject differ from those of the farming 
population generally. On the contrary, there 
has been, and no doubt is now, a clear recogni- 
tion among people in rural districts that effec- 
tive representation of a vast stretch of country 
is exceedingly difficult, however energetic the 
representative may be. 

The number of people in a riding never has 
been the sole consideration in blocking out con- 
stituencies in Canada, and cannot well be in a 
country where population is sparse but is liable 
to grow rapidly in one district or another during 
a legislative term. Area, as well as population, 
has to be taken into account in determining the 
size and shape of a country riding. 

It does not follow that the present electoral 
disparity must be maintained between country 
and city on the population basis. That town 
voters in other western provinces have less 
electing power than in Alberta is an argument 
that can be over-drawn. If the rural repre- 
sentation in the Alberta legislature is none too 
large, the city representation should be larger. 
To increase the membership under present con- 
ditions would not be wise. But when the times 
improve the cities will have a valid claim to 
more representation. They certainly have prior 
claim if and when any increase is to be made. 


A MATTER OF CUSTOM 

There are still pirates on the Chinese coast, 
thanks to the “hands off China” policy adopted 
by the western powers and the lack of any gov- 
erning authority in China that can make itself 
effective. A gang of these pirates looted a ship 
last week, only to find they had made a sad 
mistake—whereupon they made another. 

The pirates found they had mistaken “trunk- 
loads of Chinese funeral imitation bank-notes, 
to be used as burnt offerings for thé déad, for 
the genuine articles.” That was their first mis- 
take. The second was that they did not keep 
quiet and pass them along as genuine, They 
would have bought just as much as real notes, 
until somebody found out that they were bogus. 

Anything is money that people will accept 
as money, They will accept as money anything 
that bears the stamp of their government, be- 
cause they have to. Whether there is a gold 
reserve behind it or not makes no difference. 
Whether the government stamp is genuine or 
not makes no difference, so Tong as they think 
it is genuine. Those Chinese imitation funeral 
banknotes would buy goods, and pay debts, and 
hire labor, quite as well as official gold-backed 
notes if no one knew the difference. 

The Government of Canada can put per- 


fectly good and thoroughly “sound” money in | 


circulation by printing it and paying it out for 
the construction of public works. It doesn’t 
have to borrow previously-issued Government 
notes, or bank notes, and pay interest for their 
use. It only does that because other govern- 
ments have done it and are doing it. 


THE INTEREST LOAD 

Calgary city council is asking that a confer- 
ence be held of representatives of Alberta 
urban municipalities, to consider how these may 
go about the matter of securing a reduction in 
the interest charges they have to pay on their 
outstanding bonds, A request of that kind 
should get a prompt, hearty, general and favor- 
able response. If the proposal were broadened 


| 


to include rural municipalities, these would 
probably be found to be also interested in the 
subject. 

Dear money stands in the way of any effec- 
tive action by Alberta municipalities to launch 
programs of public works as an aid to meeting 
the unemployment difficulty. If money for such 
purposes could be secured at low rates, the 
present interest burdens are so heavy as to set 
limits to the amount a municipality dare, or 
could, borrow. 

The question has even been raised whether 
many municipalities can go on paying their 
present charges if no new obligations are un- 
dertaken. Several municipalities in Ontario 
have gone into virtual receivership under the 
dead weight of debt charges. 

A re-financing of municipal bonds would 
break the dead-lock in which city and town 
councils find themselves, give added security 
to the holders of their present debentures, and 
allow some leeway for fresh capital borrowing 
at low rates. 

In the existing circumstances a scheme of 
that kind could only be put through by, the 
active co-operation of the Dominion. Appar- 
ently nothing to that end was planned at the 
Ottawa conference. Which leaves it up to the 
municipalities to take the initiative, if they 
hope to do any re-financing on a scale broad 
enough to be of consequence.

pes to set sail in a staunch, 

soworthy§ little craft, with 
stores and equipment to cross 
the ocean. 

The little craft will meas- 
ure 2314 feet on the waterline. With a spoon 
bow and overhanging stern she will measure 
30 feet over all, with a beam of 8'2 feet. I 
wonder how many readers of this column would 
choose to try a trip round the world in a 
wooden box 30 feet by 814?

Yet the world has been circled by less likely 
craft than this. Capt. Slocum whose “Sailing 
alone around the world” should be within every 
boy's reach had a slightly larger boat than the 
one now building. He sailed her as a cutter 
from Boston to Gibraltar, where he changed 
her rig to that of a yawl for greater conven- 
ience. (A cutter has one mast; a yawl carries 
two, a foremast a little further forward than 
in a cutter, and balances her fore sails with a 
small mast and sail aft of the rudder post. It 
permits a smaller mainsail and easier hand- 
ling). He took three years for the trip. 

Capt. Voss took a converted Indian war 
canoe, hewn out a cedar log and sailed west 
from Victoria, B.C., round the world to Lon- 
don. The boat, the Tillicum, can be seen any 
day on view outside the Crystal Gardens at 
Victoria. Von Dochterman’s yawl with her 
ocean rig, deep keel with 4000 pounds of outside 
ballast and double spinnakers for running be- 
fore the wind with rudder unattended is a very 
different kind of floating home than Capt. 
Voss’s dugout canoe. ‘

Stanley Rogers has an interesting chapter 
on “Freak Crossings’ in his book “The 
Atlantic.” It’s enough to give anyone who has 
seen a great liner, pitching and heaving in a 
gale, the shivers to read of what some men 
have done—sometimes in pursuit of glory and 
sometimes to save the price of a steamship 
fare. 

Two brothers working in a piano factory 
in America wanted to see the Paris Exhibition 
of 1878. They had a twenty-foot dory built for 
the trip. A fisherman’s dory, flat bottomed, 
without a keel, with flared sides and ends so 
that they will stow one inside of another on a 
schooner’s deck, happens to be one of the best 
types of boat in a rough sea—in experienced 
hands. Grand Banks fishermen will go out all 
night in heavy weather in a dory. There are 
heroic tales told of fishermen losing their 
schooners in fog or storm, facing the cold seas 
for days at a time till picked up. 

The two Andrews brothers—William and 
Walter—had a centre board and a mast and 
sail installed on their dory. Without any 
knowledge of navigation they started out in 
bad weather from Boston. They reasoned that 
if they kept an easterly course they'd hit the 
coast of Europe somewhere. There wasn’t room 
with the centre board housing in the centre of 
the boat for a man to lie on his back. They 
had to sleep on their sides. Becoming skilful 
at riding out gales, and getting bearings from 
ships they spoke on the passage, they made the 
entrance to the English Channel in 44 days. 
They beat their way up the Channel in a north- 
east gale. 

Walter Andrews didn’t long survive the 
effects of the sea-wettings and exposure,@but 
William lived to make several other ventures 
in small craft at Atlantic crossings. In one 
effort in a fifteen foot boat he was picked up 
after sixty days of atrocious weather within 
150 miles of his objective. In another he was 
capsized seven times during one gale, losing 
his drinking water and being picked up by a 
passing ship. In a fourth attempt in a 14-foot 
collapsible boat he made the Azores in thirty 
days and from thence proceeded to Lisbon. 

At sixty years of age this adventurous chap 
took to himself a wife. He planned a novel 
honeymoon. He took his bride in a twenty-foot 
dory to sea, intending to make Palos in Spain. 
The adventurous coupl® was sighted after being 
a week at sea. The rest is silence. 

Another adventurous couple, Thomas Crapo 
and his wife crossed from New Bedford to 
Cornwall in a twenty-foot whaleboat in fifty 
days. The boat was partially decked over and 
carried two leg-of-mutton sails, While one of 
the plucky navigators sailed the boat the other 
crawled under the decking for rest. 

On one occasion they met a ship in mid- 
ocean and went on board for the luxury of 
walking on the deck. After a meal and another 
walk they proceeded in their tiny craft on their 
journey. 

Next time you make a trip across the At- 
lantic, where you have electric light, electric 
fan, elaborate cuisine, hot sea baths, swimming 
pool, gymnasium, a bar, a moving picture the- 
atre, beauty parlor and nightly concerts and 
dances, when from the security of 60 feet above 
the waves you wonder if it is going to be a bad 
night at sea, contemplate on the position of 
fisherman Alfred Johnson, 

Alfred had a dory of between 16 and 20 feet 
in length, He decked the fore part over to pro- 
tect his stores of canned goods, drinking water, 
tea, sugar and hardtack, and set out for Eng- 
land, His freeboard when loaded (the height 
of the hull above water) was thirteen inches. 
He installed a life saving system by having a 
rope from the foot of the mast round his body, 
It saved him on one occasion. 

Each night he would heave his boat to, 
while he slept, unless the weather was very 
bad. He refused aid from passing steamers 
save once when he accepted a bottle of whisky 
“to drive out the cold.” He made the crossing 
in 56 days. 

After that, von Dochterman’s trip looks like 
a luxury expedition. 
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How To Overcome

which has any specific effect upon the nerves 
outside of all those foods which contain organic 
minerals, such as the non-starchy vegetables. 
Nervous people are in such a condition because 
of a toxic irritation of their nerves, or from de- 
structive thinking. 

QUESTION: Housekeeper asks: “Will you 
please print instructions for making the fruit 
whips given in your weekly menus?” 

ANSWER: “The fruit whips may be made of 
cooked apricots, peaches, apples, prunes, figs, 
etc., by first mincing the fruit and adding to the 
whites of well beaten eggs. Do not add sugar 
or any other seasoning. For a change, the whip 
may be placed in the oven and slightly browned 
on top.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1806 a great 
banquet was held at Montreal 
to celebrate the glorious vic- 


tory of Horatio Nelson on 
October 21 previously, The 
banquet, presided over by 
Joseph Frobisher, was at- 


tended by all the great traders 
of the metropolis, as well as by 
a number of French speaking 
citizens, who shared in the 
British triumph and partici- 
pated in the mourning for the 
great admiral, who might have 
taken a bride from Quebec. 
This celebration of the Tra- 
falgar victory was general 
throughout Lower Canada, for 
that great prelate, Bishop 
Plessis, had ordered thanks- 
givings and Te’ Deums in all 
the churches. He, on this occa- 
sion, as always, impressed up- 
on his people that their safety 
lay in allegiance to Britain, 
declaring in his mandement 
that “Horatio Nelson deserves 
much more than the burning 
of a few candles.” When a few 
years later the erectiou of a 
monument to Nelson at Mont- 
real was proposed Monsignor 


Plessis subscribed himself and 
by his influence secured the 
co-operation of the French- 
speaking community in the 
project. French Canada never 
had any tendency to worship 
of Napoleon. His attitude to 
the church settled that, apart 
from the self-interest of Que- 
bec in maintaining fealty to 
Britain. 

There were, I suppose, cele- 
brations of the Trafalgar vice 
tory at York (Toronto) and 
elsewhere in Upper Canada, 
but I have not been able to 
find any record of them; but 
at the opening of the legis- 
lature of Upper Canada in 
February, 1806, Commodore 
Grant, then administrator, 
voiced “the rejoicing on this 
great naval victory which has 
crowned with success his maj- 
esty’s arms,” but lamented 
that “we have at the same time 
to regret the loss of that dis- 
tinguished officer whose con- 
spicuous abilities and great 
naval skill have closed a bril- 
liant career in adding this very 
splendid triumph to their num- 
ber,”

Editor Bulletin: Permit me 
space in your columns regard- 
ing one of the present-day 
evils which I believe is going 
to have a far reaching effect 
on the coming population of 
central and northern Alberta. 

I feel that the Bulletin is a 
paper when it sees something 
can be done for the general 
good gallantly drops the 
gauntlet and puts itself on the 
side of right against wrong. I 
would like to see the situation 
placed before the people so 
that public opinion would force 
not only the provincial govern- 
ment, but also the federal gov- 
ernment to take a hand to 
clean up a situation that is so 
rotten. 

The evil of which I write is 
the illegal traffic in liquor.

I have seen teen age 
boys and girls drinking it, and 
any social event that is put on 
is spoiled by moonshine. 

I know with certainty that 
the Liquor Squad men of the 
R.C.M.P. are handicapped, not 
only in the information they 
receive about illegal distilling, 
but 25 per cent of the people 
hate to be called squealers and

will not come forward to give 
evidence. 

The liquor squad receive so 
many calls that they are prac- 
tically run off their feet try- 
ing to keep pace with them. 
The first class detachment cone 
stable in his enormous terrie 
tory hasn't got the time to 
spend on liquor enforcement. 
As it is the constable, hamp- 
ered by “red tape” on relief 
work, etc., etc., has to burn the 
candle at both ends, to come 
plete his files and do his in- 
vestigation and his other work. 

To overcome our difficulties 
Iam not demanding alone that 
the liquor squad should be 
more than trebled, but that the 
governments, both federal and 
provincial, reduce the excise 
taxes to bring vendor's liquor 
closer to the price of the con- 
traband poison which is being 
distributed at the present. 

The governments have made 
enormous profits out of the 
sales of liquor in the past.

Life’s realities became the deciding factor at the Ottawa con- 
ference. The Ottawa administration was represented in press 
feelers sent out to test public sentiment as ready to abandon all 
direct relief; to appoint a commission to examine into the affairs 
of the western provinces, and to embark on a public works policy 
controlled and directed by the Ottawa administration. The public 
response was definite and negative. 


Even the most fanatic party men were left in no doubt as to 
the fact that the electors east and west were hostile to any policy 
of tying up relief and recovery and construction program to a 
political general election’ ballyhoo. It simply could not be done. 


Then it speedily developed that the west did not need im- 
mediate constructive recovery action any more than the east. The 
strangulation of commerce and the long-eared contraction of 
currency and credit methods had effected their deadening injuries 
on a commission-wide scale. A public statement of the mayor of 
Toronto was quoted to the effect that-one-eighth of the population 
of that city was getting relief. There was no place in Canada 
either east or west where rents and wages and salaries and 
commodity prices could be selected as being on a definitely 
recovered normal condition. The need of an efficient remedial 
policy applied to all Canada. 


Under the pressure of these facts the Ottawa conference 
arrived at a sensible decision that there was no cast and west 
problem; but a national problem. Although unexpressed, the de- 
cision necessarily carried with it the further term that this na- 
tional probleg: can only be solved by a general election. 


There is no Substitute for volume of commerce, and it can only 
be obtained by reciprocity among nations, and by an adequate 
supply of currency issued by the central government. Many 
nations are ready to trade with Canada on a basis of fair 
reciprocity; but we are so politically ill-governed as to hang on 
to a fighting tariff, placing undefined rate-making powers in 
official hands—and to be told by the dfficial voice that wage raises 
in Canada must be carefully guarded to enable Canadian exports 
to be made. It has been demonstrated to a final certainty that 
we have tied off our own arteries of coftmerce-~and that until 
there is a complete change of policy there will be no volume of 
commerce sufficient to earn our national needs. 


This is why everything at the Ottawa conference finally had 
to give way to the realities of life—all the old leave-it-to-me 
braggs and all the old it-was-right because I did it, had to be 
dropped. Facts ruled the day; and in the light of facts human 
needs could no longer be brushed aside as inferior to dollar 


domination. 


But the chief human need is to bring back the six million dol- 
lar a day earning power in actual wages and salaries which Can- 
ada has lost daily since 1930. No amount of public works can 
replace any part of this loss; it can only be replaced by volume of 
commerce. This is why the need for a general election is imme- 
diate and pressing. Every member of the parliament of Canada 
should have these facts impressed upon him.

Declaring that capitalism was

Capt. Philpott, who served in 
France with the 25th Battery, Cana- 
dian Field Artillery, and was se- 
verely wounded, was given an en- 
thusiastic reception as he rose to 
speak, supported by a cane in either 
hand.

ings hasn't the same interest in 
civic administration. Citizens 
who don't pay taxes don't have 
the seme viewpoint as those who 
do. Asa matter of fact, I believe 

* that the property qualification of 
$500 is too low. At any rate, it is 
a very reasonable figure, an 
amount which any candidate 
should have if he or she has any 
property at all. The better citi- 
zens of every city own their own 
homes.” ¢ 


H. H. HAUGHTON, butcher: “Ev- 
ery person who has a real interest 
in the administration of his city 
and country should have a ‘stake’ 
of at least $500 in the community. 
I believe that the present provis- 
ion in the city charter is a very 
wise one, since it provides that a 
man or woman must be a tax- 
payer before he or she is given an 
opportunity of representing the 
body of taxpayers in public office. 
If you have an interest in the city 
then you are interested in the way 
it is run. Unfortunately, too 
many candidates enter our civic 
elections for what they can get 
out of it. I don’t think the fig- 
ure of $500 should be reduced, be- 
cause bona fide election contest- 
ants should be able to secure this 
amount.”

PRICE NEEDED 


| Ruinous Price Cutting Me- 
thods Must be Stopped 
E. E. Maxwell Says 


Government action to fix a mini- 
mum price for bread, consideration 
of which was promised by Premier 
J. E. Brownlee a week ago to the 
| Alberta Master Bakers’ Association 
is a necessity if present staffs are 
| to be kept on and ruinous price cut- 
} ting methods stopped stated E. Bb, 
Maxwell, secretary of the Edmonton 
branch of the Association today. 

Mr. Maxwell quoted exact figures 
to show that in many instances 
bread is being sold below cost in 
Edmonton and the resultant loss is 
absorbed in advertising costs, Chain 
stores and other concerns selling 
bread at bargain prices, in many in- 
stances below the actual cost of in- 
| gredients, were named as the dis- 
| turbing factors, 


SELL BELOW COST 

“They are able to sell bread at 
less than cost because the consumer 
pays in the long run by the advanc- 
ed prices on other articles they sell 
at same time,” said Mr. Maxwell. 
!“In other words the loss in the sale 
price of the bread is made up by 
the public on other goods and it is 
absorbed as an advertising cost.” 

Exact figures showed that a min- 
imum estimate for labor, lighting 
and wrapping, the cost of produc- 
| ing bread in Edmonton is 5% cents 
per loaf, said Mr. Maxwell. 

“This is a very conservative fig- 
| ure,” he said. “It does not include 
any charge for delivery, which is 
from one to two cents per loaf, nor 
does it include any allowance for 
| property or other taxes, insurance 
or for the maker's profit.” 


WILL LOSE JOBS 

Figures quoted by Mr. Maxwell 
showed that on the production of 
100 loaves of bread the cost of flour 
is $1.90, while other ingredients 
necessary raise this price by an- 
other three cents a loaf, 

“The reduction in the price of 
flour from the 1929 high of $3.25 for 
a 98 pound sack, sufficient to pro- 
duce 106 loaves of bread, to the 
present low price, only justifies a 
reduction of: about one cent a loaf. 
The prevailing price in 1929 was 
11 cents a loaf,” said Mr. Maxwell. 
“Price of flour is down but the cost 
| of other ingredients has increased 
owing to federal taxation, so that 
the total cost shows little or no re- 
duction, and if the present under- 
| selling by chain stores and others is 
permitted to continue many drivers 
of breadwagons and other employes 
will have to be laid off.”

ket crash,” he said. “With this great 
crash, capitalism died. But it does 
not know it yet. The capitalist sys- 
tem is morally bankrupt on twenty 
different counts, which I need not 
enumerate here tonight.” 

Continuing, Capt. Philpott said: 
“During the war, young girls, men, 
women, posters and by many other 
means, sent forth the slogan: ‘Your 
King and Country Need You.’ 

“Now there should be hung over 
the work camps and shelters, signs 
stating that ‘Your King and Country 
Don’t Need You Now.’ Also, it may 
be recalled that during the war no 
one ever said to the munition 
barons, “Your King and Country 
Need Your Dollar.’ When the men 
were rushing to the colors and to 
the front, we instituted a system of 
conscription, But no one suggested 
that we conscript wealth. In the 
war money rights were placed be- 
fore human rights, even as money 
is given priority over humanitarian 
needs these days.” 


BROADSIDE FOR OTTAWA 

Capt. Philpott next delivered a 
salvo at the Dominion government 
for its procrastination in instituting 
a works program. “In 1930 Hon. 
R. B. Bennett in a_ pre-election 
promise, said he would put every 
man to work. His lieutenant, Hon. 
Hugh Guthrie said that every man 
could be put to work within three 
days. But he did not say which 
three days. Maybe he meant three 
days in 1950. Certainly Premier 
Bennett couid have put every man 


to work if he had called on money | 


to make sorne sacrifice in the same 
way humanity suffered in the cause 
of money during the war. 

“The Dominion government is 
not at Ottawa, but in- St. James 
street, Montreal.” 


DOUBLE STANDARD INCUBUS 

Capt. Philpott charged that cap- 
italism incubated and encouraged 
a double standard of morality. A 
man might be a good Christian all 
week and go to church on Sundays. 
But, let him step into business and 
attempt to apply the same moral 
standards in that field that he ap- 
plied in private life and he would 
soon be a business failure. 

“Capitalism caused the last war,” 
said Capt. Philpott. “I am not say- 
ing that the Kaiser was not directly 
responsible for its outbreak. He 
was. But his sabre — rattling 
through the preceding years had 
been but the manifestation of ‘Ger- 
many’s demand for a place in the 
sun’ which, in its interpretation, 
meant that Germany wanted an 
expansion of markets and a chance 
to expand the capitalist system.” 
SITUATION TENSE NOW 

There existed at the present time, 
he said, a situation, with tension 
equal to that of 1914. It was an 
economically insane situation, but, 
unless the capitalist system was put 
in its place, it would cause a con- 
flict that would make the last war 
look like a Sunday school picnic, 


Under the present system, he said, | 


10 per cent of the Canadian popula- 
tion owned 90 per cent of the 
wealth. In Canada there was a tre- 
mendous accumulation of wealth. 
On the one hand, though, ihere was 
this great wealth, while on the other 
hand there was destitution and 
starvation in a land of plenty. “Dis- 
tribution by destruction” was the 
theme of the World Economic Con- 
ference at London. 

Instead of capitalism, Capt. Phil- 
pott said that the Co-Operative 
Commonwealth Federation planned 
a socialized economy to give bene- 
fits to all and special priveleges to 
none. 

NEED NEW SOCIAL ORDER 

“We propose 
banking and financial system,” he 
said. “In the treatment of this there 
must be drastic, ruthless action, if 
necessary, to set up a new social 
order.” 

In the accumulation of wealth 
Toronto was no different than Mon- 
treal in his estimation—only a lit- 
tle more hypocritical. “Under our 
system the accumulation of wealth 
goes on with the rich getting richer 
and the poor having children,” he 
said.

These animals were said to be 
carrying on the best British manner 
in Russia today. Now that the 
United States had officially recog- 
nized Russia, other nations would 
have to follow suit. 


C.C.F. FREE TRADER 

“The Co-Operative Common- 
| wealth Federation is determined to 
| trade with all nations,” he said. “If | 
a nation wants Canadian goods and | 
it has the purchase price, it can 
trade. I believe the age of bigotry 
must end.” 

Proclaiming his stand on armed 
force, Capt. Philpott said, “The Co- 
Operative Commonwealth Feder- 
ation is adamant against war. I be- | 
lieve no occasion will arise in Eu- 
rope that will be worth the sacrifice 
of one Canadian life or loss of one 
Canadian dollar.” 

The Federation also stood for the 
right to obtain an education; the 
| right of every expectant mother to 
obtain the best obstetrical treatment 
and other social services.
